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Detailed Action 

Drawings Objection 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The. drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the concave curvature 
as cited in claim 1 1 must be shown or the feature canceled from the claim. No new 
matter should be entered.

Claims 10-15 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 10, line 5, "said transport" should read -said transport portion-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims Rejection - 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 10-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Smith 
et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,71 1 ,759). 

The implement (Figs. 1-3) of Smith et al. shows all the claimed structure. It is 
held the implement is capable of being used as a feeding implement, and the transport 
portion (8) is fully capable of being dipped into solid food as claimed. Further, Smith et 
al. specifically mention (see column 4, lines 9-11) the transport portion (8) can be oval 
or rectangular in shape (i.e. meets the limitation of at least two substantially flat 
surfaces). 
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Prior Art Citations 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Badalamenti et al. and Rohrig are cited as art of interest.
